Aceme of Stage Realism,

In the latest dramatic success of the sea-

The bell swings furlously as the ringers
pull the rope, but emiis no sound as the
iender hanus of the brave woman mutlle
the clapper. It is an extremely effective
scene and never falls to arouse the audl-
ence to enthusiasm,

There have been ma conjectures as to
how it was worked, the bellef is gen-
eral that Mrs Carter is fastened to the
bell by Ipvisible wires and belts, and Is,
therefore, practically in no danger in this
trylag scene, This ldea is entirely erroneous,
as 2 rter found on investigation. He
ascended the thirty-two winding stairs of
the mimic belfry last Friday afternoon, and
found himseif on a parrow platform, thirty-
elght feel above the stage. It seemed none
100 secure, and was hardly the placte any-
one would choose from preference for exer-
cise. The sides were open, and a single mis-
:t:lg wouid send a luckless being lumbling

Above hung the great bell of papler
mache, with & wooden bar projecting e:ght
inches on elther side of the tongue. There
were no wires, no belts, no clasps for :he
wrists, and no aruficial supports of any
kind.

concluding that swinging at that helght
would not be pleasaat he released his hold
and descended the belfry stalrs.

In the darkness a panting female figure
ran swiftly by the reporter and crouched
at the foot of the belfry stairs. The change
was completed and the rays of the calciums
foll upon the bell tower as Mrs. Carter
began the rapid ascent. Climbing swiftly,
now in full view of the audience, she
reached the first landing and tossed her
lantern to the ground. pward she tolled,
rntch!ng the top breathless, but triumph-
ant.

Up shot the powerful, shapely white
arms, and the muscular, white hands took
firm holl of the crossbar on the tongue
Just as the bell clanged. Then four mus-
cular men on the stage tugged at a rope
and the great bell rolled and rolled, as
the breathless woman clun* by main
strength to the small bar. Far out over
the tower and back again, and out over
the other side she was swung, while the
audience sat breathless, To loosen her hold
for the fraction of a second meant instant
death or maimi for life for the adven-
turous woman. a swinging continued as
;tlne curtaln descended In a storm of ap-

wuare,

Then the bell ceased to swing, Mrs, Car-
ter loosened her hold and dropped tremb-
ling to the landing, and then made her
way quickly down the narrow stairs. When
the reached the stage the actress was
hysterical from the nervous strain and

sobbing hysterically, Mrs. Carter fell into
her mother's arms and was led trembling
to her dressingroom. It was ten minutes
before she recovered her equanimity.

GARFIELD AGAIN,

Ex-Senator Kellogg Has Some Remi-
niscencea of the Famous Convention.
Washington Correspondence Chicago Post.

Ex-Senator Willlam Pitt Kellogg is al-
ways interesting when discussing public
men and the great political events of re-
cent years, because he knows the men
personally and has participated as a dele-
sate in the last five Republican national
conventions, as leader of the Louisiana
dv_legntlon. Drawn Into a discussicn of the
1880 convention by a running fire of com-
ment on some of the passages in Senator
Sherman’s book, Senator Kellogg told
what he knew about the part Garfleid
took] and in the course of the conversa-
tlon he said:

“GGarfield sat in his seat in the conven-
tion white and Seemingly distressed when
ue was nominated. 1 do not know whether
hée was a party to the movement to have
himself nominated, but everybody else
seemed to know all about the movement
and a great many foresaw his nomination.
The work had been going on a week be-
fore the convention met. One of the first
men I met when I reached Chicago that
year was an' Ohlo delegate of the name
of Sheldon, who had formerly been a mem-
ber of Ceongress from Loulsiana. He had
been put on the delegation as a Sherman
man. When I saw him the first time he
was hard at work for Garfield, and he
worked industriously among Southern dele-
gutes proselyting for QGarfield. The day
the convention met I saw Sheldon and he
told me that Garfield was as good as
nominated, Afterward the men who were
arranging the break were buzzing around
(sarfleld and runping here and there. But

don't say that he actually knew
what was going on. It was one of those
cases where a man situated as he was
wouldn’'t want to know too much.'

“Could Mr, Sherman have been nominated
i E;irﬁeld's name had not been used?’ was

“Oh, yes,"” replied Senator Kellogz, “there
Is very little doubt that he would ﬁv& been
nominated. Sherman was very bitter about
his defeat, and when the President named
Sheldon to be Governor of New Mexico
sherman held up the nomination a long
time. One day 1 asked him to allow it to
be confirmed. ‘Don’t you think you have
punished Sheldon enough? I asked. ‘You
tnown just as well as I do that that man
was a traitor,” sald Mr. Sherman. ‘He could
not have been elected del te if he had not
been under pledge to vote for me. And vou
::!naw. he was working for Garfield ail the

me,

“I talked with him a lttle longer and
finally he said: ‘Well, T am going to a din-
ner to-night and I will not be at the execu-
tive sesslon. If you want to do anything
with Sheldon's nomination I will not be
present to object.” 1 called up the Sheldon
nomination that day and It was confirmed.
Sheldon is living in Los Angeles, Cal., and
a Senator who saw him not long ago told me
he heard the whole story from his lips.”

A. Douglas is In the land of the living?
Stephen A, Douglas, jr., now a man of
middle age, Is a practicing attorney in Chi-
cago.

He has the stature of the “Little Giant,*"
his honored father, but Is hampered by ex-
cessive corpulency. The only office that he
has held to my knowledge is that of As-
sistant State’s Attorney.

I observe that in an
interview the other day Mr. Douglas ex-
poessed his admiration of Governor Alt-
geld, of Illinols.

All
members of the club were in line, and the
“animsl cage' in which Gillespie was con-
fined was attéended by the officers of the
club, who iooked after his comfort. He
was then taken to the *“‘court” and sen-
tenced to take the *“Orient” degree, and
was at once conducted to headquarters.
When the crowd arrived there no one but
princes of the Orient were admitted to the
room, and the victim commenced *“taking
the degree.””

HUDNUT MILL BURNED.

$25,000 Loss ant the Big Hominy Plant
in Terre Haute.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Nov. b5.—Early
this morning one of the Hudnut hominy
mills was destroyed by fire, causing a loss
of nearly twenty-five thousand dollars, ful-
ly covered by insurance. The origin was in
the flying of sparks from the smokestack
on the roof. The firamen were burning
corncobs and made large sparks. The In-
terior of the mill, with some goods, is a
total loss, the machinery being wrecked

beyond salvage. The mill was rununing
night and day at full capacity of 600
busheis, and the loss of time will be Iait
by the company almmost as much as the loss
by the destruction of property. The mill
will be rebullt at once and will be ready for
operation again inside of ninety days. The
product of the mill has wvarl from hom-
iny to the basis of several food articles,
The insurance on the property was placed
as follows: Phoenix, of Brooklyn, 3$5,000;

Strike of Trench Diggers Averted.

RUSHVILLE, Ind., Nov. 6.—From 7 to 9
o'clock this morning the citizens of Rush-
ville were in a fever of excitement. The
only strike the town had ever experienced
was on, and the strikers were threatening
to become ugly if thelr demands wete not
satisfled. Work on the diggings for the
water mains began vesterday. No defilnite
scale of wages had been agreed upuon be-
tween the subcontractor, Colonel Waliling-
ford, and the workmen, but the former

made assurances that he would act fairly
by his men, This morning he announced
that he would pay but 3 cents per foot
for the digging. The 125 men in the trench-
es at once laid down their picks and shov-
els. Under the proposed schedule the men
would have made from 30 to & cents per
day. The strikers held a mass meeting in
the street and were addressed by their
leadere. It was unanimously declded to
not work for less than 15 cents per hour;
that armed res'stance be made against any
effort to introduce foreign labor, and if
their demands were not granted inside of
an hour they proceed to reflll the trenches,
and that none of their number in any way
ald or assist the contractor in securin
other help. Members of the City Council,
business men and influential citizens wait-
ed on contractor Wallingford, who finally
acquiescel in the demands of his men and
the latier again returned to work. They
have organized to resist any attempt to
introduce outside labor.

Elwood's Tin-Plate Strike.
Special to the Indianapolis Journal.

BLWOOD, Ind,, Nov. 5.—The strike among
the employes of the cold-roll department of
the tin-plate factory resulted to-day in new
men being put in the strikers’ places, as no
agreement between the company and the
strikers could be reached. The men agreed
to go back to work, and some of them did,
but the majority falled to go to work, and
they are now cut for good. The result of
putting green hands to work In the piace

of skilled ones was shown to-day, when all
that portion of the plant which precedes
the cold-roll department in the preparation
of the plate was closed for two weeks,
throwing five hundred men out of work for
that length of time in order to allow the
new men to handle the work that has be-
come piled up before themm and to learn
their duties. The men demanded to be paid
“by the pot” for what they did instead of
by what was turned out by the tinning
house, upon which basis all the employes o1
the factory are paia. Some months this
house runs behind several hundred boxes
for which the employes are not paid until
next menth, and this was a rt of their
grievance, as 2,500 boxes were left over last
month. The company claims that they can-
not arrange it to ‘pay for the “pot,” as they
have no means of knowing how much is in
a “pot,” and that the plan now used is just
to all concerned.
